The
retirement systemshall determ ne the actuarial cost of such
rehiring, and the cost shall be paid by the district. District
teachers enployed in charter schools shall retain tenure status
and shall retain seniority rights for three years. Charter
schools are permtted to hire noncertificated adm nistrators.

CHARTER SCHOOL LOCATI ONS - Charter schools nay be operated in the
currently authorized territories, even if the existing schoo
district no longer exists or includes that territory. The

act clarifies that charter schools may be sponsored by a public
4-year college or university in a county containing an eligible
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school district, even if the college or university is not in the
school district.

CONVERSI ON TO CHARTER SCHOOLS - | ncreases the nunber of public
school buildings in a school district which may be converted to
charter school use fromfive percent to ten percent, with

di scretion given to the | ocal school board. The act requires
urban school districts to | ease buildings to charter schools on
substantially equivalent terns and at a price which is
substantially equival ent and requires good-faith negotiations by
such districts, for fair market value. The requirenents
regardi ng | ease of buildings shall not apply to contracts in

exi stence on January 1, 2002.

PROCESS FOR CHARTERI NG A SCHOOL - The act revises the procedure
and tineline for chartering a school. A charter school proponent
shal | provide the local school district and the State Board of
Education with copies of the charter school application within
five days of submitting the application to the proposed sponsor
A charter application nust be provided to a proposed sponsor at

| east 11 nonths prior to the proposed starting date for the
school. The sponsor's decision of approval or denial nust be
made within 90 days of filing the proposed charter (rather than
the current 60); if the charter is denied, witten notice nust be
served on the State Board of Education within 5 days. The State
Board has 60 days to deny or grant a proposed charter and shal
provide reasons for denial in witing, if applicable.

GRANT FUNDI NG FOR SPONSORS OF CHARTER SCHOOLS - The act creates a
Charter School Sponsor Oversight Fund, with grant funding

adm ni stered by the Coordinating Board for H gher Education

Funds shall be transferred annually by the State Treasurer, based
upon the nunber of charter schools and charter school enroll nent
the previous year. Approved sponsors shall receive, fromthe
fund, $23,400 per school sponsored the previous year plus 0.5% of
per pupil operating revenues for each student enrolled in such
school the previous year. Any sponsor may apply and nust
denonstrate conpliance of all requirenents of law. G ant funds
shall be prorated if necessary when funds are inadequate. Unused
funds shall be retained and used to reduce the next year's

wi t hhol ding from charter school revenues.

CHARTER SCHOOL BOARDS  Sponsors nust performcrimnal background
checks on the nenbers of the Board of Directors of any nonprofit
corporation applying to establish a charter school, prior to
granting or renewing a charter. No nenber of a charter schoo
board may be enpl oyed by the charter school nor have a
significant interest in any entity enployed by or contracting
with the board.

ACCOUNTABI LI TY FOR PERFORMANCE  Sponsors nust provi de
docunent ati on establishing conpliance with charter school |aws.
Sponsors found to have violated the charter school |aw

requi renents nay have their ability to sponsor new school s
suspended for up to four years by the State Board of Education
suspensi on i s nandatory for subsequent violations. Charter
school s are required to enploy the Mssouri Assessnent Program
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(MAP) tests. Charter schools shall provide all information
needed to confirm conpliance with all requirenments of the charter
and all charter school |aws.

PUBLI C REPORTI NG Charter schools are required to publish audits
and financial reports. Public reporting shall include results of
background checks of charter board nenbers. A charter nmay be
revoked for failure to provi de necessary conpliance infornmation
or the sponsor nmay require specified renedial action of the

school . Charter schools nust nake avail able the charter and
public report card to the parent of guardian of any pupi
eligible to seek to enroll at the school. Reasonable fees nay be

charged for such copi es.

LEGAL LIABILITY Charter school board nenbers, officers and

enpl oyees who willfully violate charter school |aws or neglect to
performany duty in the charter school laws are guilty of a

nm sdeneanor as other public school enployees are under current
law. A charter school board may participate in the M ssour
Public Entity R sk Managenent Fund to the sane extent as a schoo
boar d.

The act contains penalty provisions.

This act is simlar to SB 512 (2001).

This act provides that a pawnbroker shall require fromthose
selling or pledging property proof of identification and a signed
statenment they are the legal owner. |If a seller or pledger fails
to al so provide proof of ownership, the pawnbroker shall hold the
property for ninety days. A clainmant whose property was
m sappropriated may personally or by designee demand return of
pl edged or sold property upon providing proof of ownership and a

copy of a police report indicating the property was stolen. |If
t he pawnbroker refuses to return the property, or if the property
is returned but the pawnbroker still clainms an ownership

interest, either the claimnt or pawnbroker nay file suit in
court for a determ nation. The non-prevailing party shall be
responsi ble for court costs and the prevailing party's attorney
f ees.

This act authorizes pawnshops to report certain information
about pawnshop transactions to appropriate | aw enforcenent
authorities. Pawnshop owners may acconplish the necessary
reporting by electronically transmtting the required information
to a database. Any reporting pawnshop is required to submt
transaction information to the database w thin one busi ness day
of the transaction. Such reporting pawnshop rmust nake paper
copi es of transactions available to | aw enforcenent, upon
request. The act authorizes the creation of a database by a
third party engaged in the business of operating databases. Law
enforcenent may then access the database in their investigation
of alleged property crimes. Any person who fraudulently accesses
t he dat abase shall be guilty of a dass C fel ony.

Definitions for elder care ternms are nodified (Section
187.010). Certain persons are required to report suspected abuse
or neglect of facility residents. Anyone failing to nmake a
report within a reasonable tinme or filing a false report is
guilty of a Cass A nisdeneanor. |Imunity is given to reporters,
unl ess they act negligently, recklessly, or in bad faith. The
Departnment of Health and Senior Services nust maintain statistics
on all deaths over age sixty-five (Section 187.020).

If a report is made about a long-termcare resident, certain
i nformati on nmust be included in the report. Wthin 24 hours, the
Department of Health and Senior Services nust initiate an

i nvestigation and notify the resident's famly. |If a report
i nvol ves immnent harm the Department nust start an on-site
i nvestigation within 24 hours. |f an investigation indicates

possi bl e abuse or neglect, the resident nay be renoved fromthe
facility. Reports are confidential, but information nay be

rel eased to certain persons. Wthin five working days, the
person naking the report nmust be notified of its progress.
Harassment of reporters is prohibited. Any person who know ngly
abuses or neglects a resident of a facility is guilty of a O ass
D felony and will be placed on the enpl oyee disqualification |ist
(Section 187.024).

Section 187.028 contains provisions sinilar to Section
187.024, but for eligible adults not residing in a facility and
i n-hone services clients. |If a report is nade by a client's
physi cian, then the Department nust maintain contact with the
physician regardi ng the investigation. Wen a report is
received, the client's case nanager and the departnment nurse mnust
be notified and the case manager nmust investigate. The nurse may
participate in the investigation as well. [If an in-honme services
enpl oyee is found guilty and the provider fails to report it,
then the provider nmay be subject to penalties of $1000 per
violation. The Departnment must require providers to verify
conpliance with program standards. Reports are confidenti al
except in certain situations (Section 187.028). This portion of
the act is substantially simlar to SB 684.

The Departnent must investigate reports by using the
procedures established in Sections 660.250 to 660.295 and nust
refer all suspected cases to | aw enforcenent. The Departnment and
| aw enforcenment mnmust require el der abuse training and nust
devel op an investigation checklist (Section 187.030). Immunity
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fromliability is provided to reporters, unless they act in bad
faith (Section 187.034).

Section 187.050 contains provisions sinlar to 187.024, but
for the m sappropriation of property or falsification of
docunents of an in-honme services client. Any in-hone services
provider or enployee who perforns such acts will be guilty of a
C ass A misdeneanor. Reports are confidential, except in certain
situations(Section 187.050).

Any person placed on the enpl oyee disqualification |ist
(EDL) rmust be notified in witing with thirty days to respond or
appeal. Certain persons will be automatically |listed on the EDL,
such as those who intentionally or negligently inflict serious
physical injury or death to another. No person on the EDL may be
enpl oyed by anyone receiving the list. Persons listed on the EDL
may request renoval once every twelve nonths (Section 187.080).

Before all owi ng an enpl oyee to have contact with a resident,
provi ders nust request a crimnal background check and must check

the EDL. Failure to disclose will result in a Class A
m sdeneanor. Failure by a provider to investigate or evidence of
a pattern of violation by the provider will result in civi

penalties. Providers may use private investigators to do
background checks (Section 187.084). All reports of abuse or
negl ect will be kept confidential, with specific exceptions
(Section 187.087).

The Departnent may require the production of information for
i nvestigations or inspections. Failure to conply with any
request is ground for refusal, suspension, or revocation of a
license or contract (Section 187.090). The Departnents of Health
and Seni or Services, Social Services, and Mental Health must work
cooperatively in the investigation of abuse and negl ect, when
appropriate (Section 187.102).

The term"financial" is included in the definition of abuse
and redefines "nedi cal assistance" as any federal health care
program The term "health care provider" is also clarified as one
paid to provide services (Section 191.900).

The Attorney Ceneral may serve subpoenas or other process in
order to enforce Sections 187.020 - 187.028 and 191.900 - 191.910
(Section 191.910). The provisions of Section 187.020 are
i ncl uded as non-applicable to certain entities, such as hospitals
(Section 198.012).

Witten notice of facility nonconpliance nmust be copied to
the Attorney General (Section 198.029). Every residential care
facility I or Il, internediate care facility, or skilled nursing
facility nust neet or exceed federal requirenments for posting
deficiencies (Section 198.030). Sections 187.020 - 187.050 are
included in the requirenent for confidentiality of resident
records. The Departnent nmust obtain the nanme and address of the
reporter before obtaining abuse and negl ect information (Section
198. 032) ..
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One state licensure inspection is required of every facility
every fifteen nonths. One or nore additional inspections will be
required if a facility receives or fails to correct certain
deficiencies. A second inspection may be done if a facility
changes ownership. This does not prohibit the Departnment from
maki ng ot her inspections, as necessary (Section 198.033).

Penalty provisions are also clarified (Section 198. 067).

A new section requires long termcare facilities, adult day
care facilities, and residential care facilities | and Il to
provide such i mmuni zations annual ly or upon adm ssion. Witten
consent must be obtained fromthe resident and his or her
physician. Adult day care facilities must also informclients
regardi ng i nmmuni zation. The Departnment nust develop rules for
docunenti ng conpliance, including the docunentation of residents
who refuse the inmunization. The Departnent nmay not inpose a
violation on a facility for not making an i mmuni zati on avail abl e
if a shortage exists (Section 198.074).

A requirenent is added that skilled or internedi ate care
nursi ng assi stants nust conplete training within six nonths of
enpl oynment. The Departnent nust approve all training (Section
198. 082).

Currently, Section 198.526 outlines facility inspection
procedures. New | anguage provides for i mediate term nation and
a O ass A nisdeneanor for any Division enployee who di scl oses an
i nspection tine to a facility (Section 198.526).

Provi ders or enpl oyees of SNFs or Al zheinmer's units are
prohi bited from having sexual contact with residents. Anyone
havi ng sexual contact is guilty of a Cass B nisdeneanor, with
subsequent violations being a dass A msdeneanor. Anyone having
sexual intercourse is guilty of a Class D felony, with subsequent
violations being a ass C felony. This section does not apply
to persons narried to a resident (Section 565.200).

The Departnent of Health and Senior Services is given
equal access to information provided by nmental health facilities
or the Departnent of Mental Health (Sections 630.140, 630.167).

The Departnent mnust provide certain long termcare
information over its website, including facility survey results

Current law allows probate to begin in certain circunstances
when it relates to the estate of an absent persons. New | anguage
adds an individual's exposure to a specific peril of death due to
an actual or suspected terrorist event to the list of
circunstances (Section 473.697). Current law also allows a
presunption of death after five years and w t hout proof
ot herwi se. New | anguage provides that it will be sufficient to
presunme a person dead at any tine after that person was exposed
to a specific peril of death, even if five years have not yet
el apsed (Section 490.620).

This act adds an exenption to Sunshine Law, allow ng closure
of meetings and records regarding specific information on certain
terrorismreadi ness i ssues. However, certain information
regardi ng nunicipal utilities and infornmation regarding costs of
security neasures shall not be considered closed. This portion
of the act is substantially simlar to portions contained in SB
854 (Section 610.021).

A new section requires the Departnment of Mental Health to
provi de infornmati on about nental health support to address the
enmergency.

The act item zes relevant factors which a court nay
consi der before naking a determination whether it is an
i nconveni ent forum

In the enforcenment provisions, the act enforces child
custody determ nations and orders for the return of a child
pursuant to the Hague Convention on the Cvil Aspects of
International Child Abduction. The act also authorizes a court
of this state, without nodification, jurisdiction to tenporarily
enforce visitation ordered by a court in another state, and
aut hori zes registration of a child custody determ nation issued
by a court in another state in the same manner as foreign
judgnments are registered. |Information which nmust be included in
a petition for enforcenent of a child custody determ nation is
specified in the act, as well as the procedure for acting upon
the child custody determ nation enforcement petition

The act authorizes the issuance of a warrant to take
physi cal custody of a child likely to suffer serious imrnent
physical harmor renoval fromthis state, and requires paynment of
the prevailing party's costs and expenses by the non-prevailing
party. The act does not apply retroactively to notions or other
requests for relief initiated before August 28, 2000. Sections
452. 700 through 452.895 are substantially simlar to SB 603
(2000) and SB 135 (2001).
